New York, May M.—Dr. Aleian 


der Hamilton Rice and his party of 
Amason explorers, Including hi* wife 
formerly Mrs. George D. WWeaar, of 
Philadelphia, arrived here recently,, 
bringing thrilling tales of the dlscor- 
ery of a trio* of white Indians, all 
cannibals, and a running battle with 
the savages, in which Professor Rice 
nearly lost his life. 


Accompanying Professor Rice, in 


addition to his wife, were Chester R. 
Ober, of Newport, R. I., of which city 
Professor Rice is a resident, John C. 
Couxens, of Yonkers, who acted 
a» 


launch engineer in the sail up the 
Amazon; John W. Swanson, wbo had 
charge of the launch's wireless equip- 
ment; Dr. Guy E. Dyer*, of Koosevelt 
Hospital, and James H. Mason, who 
was cook and steward on the trip. 


The expedition left this city last 


July and proceeded to Para, Brazil, 
from which point the members pene- 
trated to heretofore unknown and un- 
charted points along the Amazon 
river. 


The discovery was made unexpect- 


edly. The bleached 
savages fovtnd 


Dr. Rice about the same time be 
found them, and for a few days he 
feared they m*g;it take imck 10 Uie 
other tribes of their 
nation 
some 


American scalps. 


Dr. Rice had left his wife and other 


members of the expedition at Esmer- 
alda, its base, and, with Ober, a mem' 
her of the United States Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, several natives and 
a Venezuelan, Lio Fuentes, had start- 
ed up the river to map a small island 
se\en days from the base. 


They got to the island without mis- 


adventure and finished their 
work. 


JQnc of the Indian guides chanced to 
look across the river, ninety feet wide 
at that point, and was scared almost 
as white as the big white Indians to 
see one of them, stark naked, scut- 
tling into the jungle. 


Several shots were fired in the di- 


rection of the disappearing savage, j 
A moment later the Jungle was alive 
with yells, and more than 200 men, 
all big and some close to seven feet 
tall rushed from the bushes. 
They 


were armed with bows and arrows, 
spears and blowguns. The doctor 
recognized them as the ones he had 
planned to discover, "cannibals of a 
mountain region, considered the most 
ferocious of all the savages in Vene- 
zuela, Colombia or Brazil." 


Dr. Rice decided that if it were 


possible he would parley frith 
the 


tribe. All the Indian dialects known 
to the exploring party were used 
vainly on them. They responded to 
the attempts to get them to talk by 
> tiling and rushing into the river, 
holding their weapons above their 


I heads. 
| The explorers were unequipped for 


i battle, having /only one revolver, one 
[rifle and one shotgun, The savages 
| come on Impetuously, and the three 
, modern weapons popped and popped. 
| and, after several of the giants had 
fallen dead in the stream and more 
had been wounded, the cithers lost 
their valor. 


The white man's method of 


at a distance awed them. Their own 
arrows could.not do damage at the 
j distance. They retreated to the shore, 
and twenty minutes later the expTVr- 
ers had packed their camp equipment 
and Instruments Into their canoe and. j 
started on the trip to Esmeralda. 


But the cannibals would not let the 


explorers out of their sight and kept 
pace with them on the river bank. 
Dr. Rice said: 


"For four days and nights sleep 


;was impossible. The savage appar- 
jontly had no canoes, being a moun- 
j tain tribe, and they ran along 
the 


bank, shooting arrows in our direc- 
tion. It seems miraculous that none 
of us was hurt. After the .fourth day 
ithey became disheartened at their In- 
! ability to capture us. or even to in-

In three more days we were 


safe at Eamralda."

Dr Edward 
Delehanty, wia«7- 


known Denver neurologist and alien- 
ist after watching the patient many 
days, announced that the woman was 
suffering from "dlmentia praecox. 


•In my opinion," Dr. Delehanty de- 


clared, "Mrs. Hermann is suffering 
from a term of insanity known as 
'dementia praecox' and has an ex- 
traordinary manifestation in the cat- 
aleptic state 
into 
which she has 


thrown herself. 
"In other words, Mrs. Hermann is 


a victim of anto-hypnwsiB. She has 
hypnotized herself 
into the belief 


that she cannot move a muscle and 
that she cannot open her eyes. , As i 
long as her mentality preserves this 
extraordinary status she will remain 
rigid and will refuse to eat, open her 
eyes or recognize her surroundings." 


Dr. Delehanty says there are cases 


similar to Mrs. Hermann's in medi- 
cal annals, but the condition is rare. 


"The cataleptic state into which 


Mrs. Hermann has hypnotized her- 
self Is also a form of hysteria," Dr. 
Delehanty said. "This is responsible 
for numerous cases of apparent dis- 
ability, both mental-and physical. 


"Mrs. Hermann is not rigid be- 


cause of any physical disability, hot 
simply because her mind has directed 
the rigidity and simulation of uncon- 
sciousness. She is acting, bat acting 
in good faith." 
Dr. Delehanty claims that thou- 


sands of victims of shell shock in the 
war were suffering from temporary 
imaginative derangement. 


"And 
this is the case with lira. 


Hermann," Dr. Delebanty conclud- 
ed. 
"Something occurred to conae 


the break in her mentality. She is 
In the same cataleptic condition that 
a professional hypnotist can produce 
in a subject by the power of sugges- 
tion. Mrs. Hermann's brain has sug- 
gested that she cannot move a mus- 
cle: hence she remains rigid." 


Dr. Delehanty 
Chinks Mrs. Her- 


mann may emerge from her condi- 
tion, but says that she will not be 
well. "It may be that she will never 
be entirely cured," he said, "but this
